There is a suspicion, more prevalent than some 
may imagine, that the office holding class is becom­ 
ing intolerably Insolent; and when such condition pre­ 
vails. drastic action of some k ind is liable to result.

entitled, the result being that the public inevitably 
as.sociates office holding with graft. ThLs Is of course 
In large degree unjust, but there is enough of right to 
it to deserve attention. And the more attention paid 
to it the better for all the people.
